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Nehru Commends WCC Concern for World Issues 


(New Delhi) - Prime Minister Javaharlal Nehru of India today commended 
delegates to the World Council of Churches! Third Assembly for bringing 
religious insights to bear on current international problems. 


In a 20-minute address at the plenary session December 4, he advised 
them to contribute toward peace by encouraging their people and covernments 
to follow "the friendly approach" instead of aggravating "the war psychosis". 


The Indian statesman expressed confidence that what the Assembly had 
to say about the problems of the day would "exercise influence over large 
numbers of people in the world". 


He said that “apart from the problems themselves - their merits and 
demerits - what has troubled many of us here has been the. . .cold war 
approach" to these problems. 


"We have to take steps to protect our country or whatever we consider 
right and important", Mr. Nehru stated. ‘Nevertheless there seems to be 
no reason why, in trying to protect them, we should be offensive to each 
other (and) use language which infuriates each other. 


"The cold war is mainly the use of language in word or writing which 
is annoying, infuriating, to the other party. If we seek peace, we must 
adopt in some measure the ways of peace, 4 peaceful approach. 
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"This should not mean, and cannot mean, the giving up of any vital 
thing the people consider important, but (it does mean) putting forward 
even that vital matter in a peaceful way. 


"I have learned that what you give to others, you get in return", he 


Said. "If you give a friendly approach, you get some kind of friendly 
return." 


The Prime Minister drew laughter from the Assembly when he contrasted 
"men of ereligion” or "saints" with politicians. One of the former, he saad, 
"will stick to the truth as he sees it, regardless of consequences". 


"Saints are supposed to be that way, and they become martyrs because 
of it. (But) politicians - however great they may be - are not normally 
martyrs. . .They are constantly inclined to compromise." 


Mr. Nehru said that "it is difficult for. . .leaders chosen by demo- 
cratic societies to express as they ought, their own frank opinion about 
matters of moment which affect their problems". He noted that the alterna- 
tive is "to reflect merely the opinion of the masses". 


In the case of politicians, he acknowledged, "obviously - normally 
speaking - some middle way is followed". 


He explained also that "by the mere fact of the democratic process, 
they are constantly inclined to compromise. . .(But)once you begin compro-

Support for United Nations 


(New Delhi) - The World Council of Churches has pledged its "prayers and 
support" for the Acting Secretary General of the United Nations, His 
Excellency U Thant of Burma, "as he proceeds to fulfill the responsibilities 
of his office under the (UN) Charter". 


Action was taken by the Assembly after hearing a committee's report 
on international affairs which pointed to the UN's development "from a 
conference of national delegations into an organization with an authority 
of its own empowered to undertake specific responsibilities". 


This step forward requires an impartial and independent status for 
its administration , the report stated. 


The committee asserted that the UN's "task of co-operation and con- 
ciliation is seriously hampered by the absence of representatives of large 
parts of the world's population from its councils". As "the outstanding 
instance" of this it cited the People's Republic of China, and added that 
consideration should also be given to the absence of "those nations which 
have been divided by the political conflicts of our time where a solution 
has not yet been found". 


By its Charter "an organization of universal concern", the report 
said, "the United Nations is intended to include all indepondent nations 
which are ready to accept the obligation of membership". 


"The isolation and estrangement of the absent nations and a lack of 
balance within the organization itself, are the unfortunate outcome of 
this situation", it observed. 
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Stressed by the committee was the necessity of renewed efforts to 


reach Hast-West agreement on the abolition of nuclear weapons tests and 
solution of the Berlin controversy. 


Acknowledging that the Soviet Union's resumption of nuclear tests "hag 
put the Government of the United States in a verysdiitiould¢. possti one 


added "the fervent hope that (Washington) will not fina it necessary to 
embark on atmospheric tests". 


"The problems have not been made any easier by the events of the past 
Six months", it noted, "but the situation could be improved if an immediate 
Start were made on general disarmament negotiations." 


The committee said it welcomed the reactivation of the Geneva Confer- 
ence but emphasized that "the Geneva talks cannot succeed unless there is 
at least a small measure of confidence on both sides". 


Respecting the Berlin issue, the committee reported that "representa- 
tives of churches tend to divide along national and bloc lines". 


It cited the argument of representatives of Western churches that 
"the building of a wall across a city, dividing families and churches, and 
driving humble people to desperate acts, is something which no Christian 
can condone", on the ground that "no nation has a right to use the people 
of another nation as tools for its own interest". 


On the other hand, it underscored that "the churches have a duty at 
this dangerous moment to warn the nations aginst any new provocative acts 
in the Berlin situation". 


As examples, "any further: attempt to isolate West Berlin from the 
East or from the West, or the arming of the Bundeswehr (West German Army ) 
with nuclear weapons", were mentioned. 


In the committee's judgment, "it is possible to agree on a set of 
general principles which might be a guide to nations in situations of this 
kind", and it suggested the following: 


"(1) Any attempt to change an unsatisfactory situation by force must 
be opposed; 


C2 The Church has a clear duty to issue a solemn warning that any 
nation which deliberately embarks on a course of action bound to raise 
tension must be condemned; 


"(%) Settlements should involve equivalent concessions from both 
sides; 


"(4) There should be a readiness to accept provisional settlements 
when final solutions cannot now be achieved; 


"(5 ) The world must learn to live patiently with problems for which, 
at the moment, no satisfactory solutions are possible." 


The committee emphatically affirmed that "since war is an offense 
against God, the task of the Christian is to do all in his power to prevent, 
and even to eliminate, war". It also urged an immediate start on disarma- 
ment negotiations. 


It asked the CCIA to provide for "an immediate study. - .0f all exist- 
ing governmental plans of disarmament, with a view to analyzing them and 
extracting from them the points which are common to all, and also seeing 
what points of controversy still remain". 
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The committee also urged the CCIA to "examine the possibilities" of 
calling "a conference between Christians in the various countries with 
persons from those countries - especially the Soviet Union and the United 
States- who, in a completely confidential atmosphere, would be able to 


explain what it is that these countries have in mind" with respect to 
disarmament. 


It called disarmament "the most serious problem facing the world today", 
and asked every nation to "examine its present defense position to see 
whether there are any steps which can be taken unilaterally without endan- 
serine the nation's’ security". 


Recognition also was paid to the "very positive and important role" 
that the non-aligned nations have to play "in the work of conciliation in 
the present state of world tension". 


According to the committee, "it may even be that these nations are 
demonstrating a more Christian spirit than some of the nations which have 
been the traditional home of Christianity". However, it addec the quali- 
fication that "the non-aligned nations will discharge their role in world 
affairs only as they act as responsible powers themselves". HPS, Geneva 


WCC Plea Against Anti-Semitism 


(New Delhi) - Member churches of the World Council of Churches have been 
urged "to do all in their power to resistevery form of anti-semitism". 


Delegates to the WCC's Third Assembly reaffirmed a resolution on anti- 
semitism which the World Council adopted in 1948 because, it said, "situa- 
tions continue to exist in which Jews are subject to discrimination and 
even persecution", 


The Assembly counselled the member churches that the historic events 
which led to the Crucifixion should not be so presented in Christian teach- 
ing "as to fasten upon the Jewish people of today responsibilities which 
belong to our corporate humanity and not to one race or community". 


"Jews were the first to accept Jesus and Jews are not the only ones 
who do not yet recognize him", the statement said. 


The resolution passed by the World Council at its constituting 
Assembly at Amsterdam, the Netherlands, in 1948, called upon its member 
churches "to denounce anti-semitism, no matter what its origin, as absolute- 
ly irreconcilable with the profession and practice of the Christian faith". 


"Anti-semitism is sin against God and man", it said. "Only as we gave 
convincing evidence to our Jewish neighbours that we seek for them the 
common rights and dignities which God wills for His children, can we come 
to such a meeting with them as would make it possible to share with them 
the best which God has given us’in Christ." 


Commenting upon the purpose of the resolution, WCC General Secretary 
Dr.-W. A. Visser 't Hooft stressed that. it did not attempt to deal with 
the theological question of the relation of the Jews to Christianity but 
wag merely an attempt to condemn anti-semitism in simple language. 


In another action, the Assembly reiterated an invitation to non-member 
churches to join the World Council, providing they were willing to accept 
its basis of membership and purposes. It asked for further contacts with 
non-member churches to dispel misunderstandings, to discuss theological 
issues and to further "participation in such activities as may appear to 
be mutually desirable". EPS, Geneva 
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Pacifists and Non-Pacifists to Confer 


(New Delhi) - The Third Assembly of the World Council of Churches has 


authorized the convening of a consultation between pacifists and non- 
pacifists. 


They will meet in an ecumencial setting to study the witness that the 
Christian is called upon to give to the cause of peace. The consultation, 


which will last for about one week, will consider the Biblical and theologi- 
cal bases for such witness. 


The WCC's Division of Studies will arrange the date and place of the 
consultation and issue the invitations. 


Other recommendations accepted by the delegates include a "major study" 
of the theology of Christian witness and action to demonstrate how the good 
news of Jesus Christ casts light on man's existence by showing how God is 
dealing with him. 


A series of regional studies will be arranged on religious liberty in 
widely different circumstances and situations. Another substantial inves+. 
tigation will be concerned with the training of the ministry in the modern 
age. 


The Assembly also stressed the urgent need for a radical revision of 
theological language so that it can be made intelligible to contemporary 
people throughout the world. 


Finally, the Assembly authorized a comprehensive enquiry into the 
problems which confront congregations in their evangelistic task.

Study of East-West Concepts of Freedom 


(New Delhi) - Christian criticism of both the Western and Communist concep- 
tion of the nature of freedom in relation to responsibility will be embodied 
in an ecumenical study avthorized by the Third Assembly of the World Council 
of Churches. 


The proposal is one of three highly complex social studies which the 
WCC will undertake on recommendation of the Assembly's Committee on Church 
and Society. 


They will be conducted under the titles, "Moral Issues in the Change 
from Traditional to Dynamic Societies", "The Social, Political and Morel 
Problems of Modern Industrial Societies", and "Racial and Ethnic Tensions 
in a Changing World Community". The first study is a follow-up of an 
exhaustive six-year WCC study on rapid social change. 


The committee pointed out that the part of the world comprising West 
Europe and North America "proclaims itself par excellence the 'free world!", 
with personal freedom expressed in its political, economic and cultural 
institutions as its "assumed defining characteristic". 


This freedom, it added, is questioned by the Communist world, which 
claims a "more really effective freedom, immediately for the proletariat 
and in the future for all citizens through its classlessness and its 
greater economic potential". 
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"The assumptions of both systems", the committee observed, "demand 
Christian criticism and, if possible, by an ecumenical inquiry using the 
resources of churches on both sides of the controversy in dialogue with 


seve Benes. But it must be above all a genuine self-examination on each 
side. 


EG specifically recommended that the study inquire into the place of 
freedom in complex economic development and social planning, and the ten- 
dency of cosmopolitan mass-culture to destroy traditional relationships 
and their discipline and to create the "anonymous man". 


It further suggested that the inquiry consider how the cold war affects 
freedom, how the ideology of scientism and technologism affects man's 
understanding of himself, and the freedom of the Church to be the Church 
under various political systems. 


The entire study on the social, political and moral problems of modern 
industrial societies will also inquire into such matters as whether the so- 
called welfare state poses problems for moral personality, and whether 
there is danger in too much security. 


Another area of concern will be the problems created by the dynamic 
economy, which is controlled by the economic motive and the autonomous < 
energies of science and technology. Under this area, the study will probe + 
into the stimulation of consumer demand through intensive mass advertising 
and salesmanship, the disturbance to life in industry, trade and all | 
economic functions, and the problems faced by youth and the aged through 
increased leisure. 


The role of the Church in modern industrial society, the Church and 
the arts, and new dimensions of science and technology would be other areas 
within the study's scopé.. : . 


Another study will deal with the moral issues involved in the change 
from traditional to dynamic societies. Specific concern will be given to 
the theological implications of social change. 


The committee further recommended that the newly-established Secre- 
tariat of Racial and Ethnic Relations concentrate its study in the post- 
Assembly period to four major areas: 


One - An analysis of changing race-relations from a Christian 
perspective. 


Two - An inquiry on the meaning of race from the viewpoint of Christ-_ 
ian theology. Mie 


Three - A study of issues calling for Christian action. These will 
include ethnic tensions in political life, particularly as they affact 
citizenship rights; tensions affecting economic and social -life, and 
tensions within the life of the Church. 


Four - A study of the theological basis of non-violence and direct 
action. Specific attention will be given to the Christian attitude 
towards violence, and how the Gospel deals with hate, guilt and fear 
inherent in segregated societies. EPS, Geneva . 
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Assembly Refines WCC Basis 


(New Delhi) - The World Council of Churches has put in more explicit terms 


the basis that has been part of its constitution ever since the ecumenical 
organization was formed in 1948. 


A revised formulation adopted at the WCC's Third Assembly here reads; 


"The World Council of Churches is a fellowship of churches which con- 
fess the Lord Jesus Christ as God and Saviour according to the Scriptures 
and therefore seek to fulfill together their common calling to the glory 
of the one God, Father, Son and Holy Spirit." 


It replaces a statement which simply said that the WCC "is a fellow- 
Ship of churches which accept our Lord Jesus Christ as God and Saviour". 


A resounding vote of 383 to 36, with seven abstentions, supported the. 
proposal, which required a two-thirds majority for passage. 


Voting was preceded by a serics of about 15 brief speeches on both 
sidés of the issue. Chief opponents to the change were delegates of several 
member bodies -. for the most part of small size - mainly of the Netherlands , 
and the United States. 


Speaking strongly in support of the revision were spokesmen of the 
Orthodox churches, including Archbishop Nikodim Rostov, head of the office 
of Foreign Church Relations of the Moscow Patriarchate. 


Also intervening in the discussion in defense of the proposed amend- 
ment was Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, chairman of the WCC's retiring Central 
Committee, which has endorsed the change. EPS, Geneva 


Boumenical Hducation of Youth Urged 


(New Delhi ) - Christian leaders throughout the world have been called upon 
to take the ecumenical education of their young. people seriously if they 
want to see the cause of Christian unity advanced in this generation. 


The plea was made to the 198 member churches of the World Council of 
Churches in the report of its Youth Committee, which was adopted at the 
WCC's Third Assembly here. Similar concern was also expressed in the 
report of the Division of Ecumenical Action. 


Contending that nothing is more urgent for the advancement of the 
whole ecumenical movement, the Youth Committee called upon the churches to 
strengthen ecumenical education at both the denominational and parish levels. © 


"T+ is now vital for Christian education as a whole that our churches 
should take seriously the obligation to work out in terms of Sunday school 
materials, catechetical instruction and other forms of Christian education 
of. young people the implications of our common conviction that God has 
called into existence through His Son one people to manifest in witness 
and service His reconciling love for the world", the report declared. 


"Membership in the WCC implies the determination to take seriously 
both the task of leading the membership toward a unity in Jesus Christ, 
and the task of preparing members for and exposing them to ecumenical 
encounter", it continued. 
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The report noted that the life and work of the World Council igs 
"seriously handicapped" because it has no continuing contact with the 
Christian education departments of its member churches. The committee 
therefore requested that WCC representatives be authorized to confer with 
those of the World Council of Christian Education to explore ways in which 
the situation might be improved. 


The committee also recommended that the Youth Department take the 
initiative in helping member churches by initiating consultations, sharing 
ideas among the churches through publications and personal contacts, and 
making and keeping contacts with those reponsible for education in the 
member denominations. 


The committee also noted that the Youth Department can strengthen 
ecumenical development through national, regional and confessional youth 
councils, and through its annual ecumenical work camp programme.

WCC Plans for Next Assembly 


(New Delhi) - The Third Assembly of the World Council of Churches has laid 
down some rules governing the size and duties of its successor, the Fourth 
Assembly. 


Delegates voted to set the size of the next meeting of the World 
Council at 700 full members, but empowered the Council's Central Committee 
to increase or diminish this number by twenty per cent. This number will 
include 25 special delegates, who are "persons of special competence in 
PeemilelOnot world mission. 


The Policy Reference Committee warned that the Assembly is "already 
go large that the problem of organizing its work effectively within the 
limits of the time available has become aluost insoluble". 


Balanced aginst this problem, it said, is the need to have an Assembly 
"large enough to give adequate representation to all the member churches, 
having regard to the range of committee work to be covered". 


The Committee suggested that this tension be lessened by "an attempt 
to transact as much business as possible by correspondence between the 
Central Committee and the member churches, as far as possible reserving 
issues of major importance for Assemblies". The Committee also authorized 
a study of the role and work of s@semblies. 


The Policy Reference Committee report asked for a higher proportion 
of lay representation at the next assembly and stated that the period be- 
tween ssemblies should not exceed six years. To facilitate lay represen- 
tation, the Committee suggested to member churches that they nominate 
delegates at least two years in advance of the next issembly. 


The Assembly voted not to admit churches with inclusive membership of 
less than ten thousand before the Fourth Assembly and to set a new category 
of "associated churches" _into which these smaller churches would be placed. 
It instructed the Central Committee to make a study of the problems 
caused by the admission of large numbers of very small churches and report 
its findings to the Fourth Assembly. HPS, Geneva
